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2 - Further Contribution to the Flora of Thailand* 

The current result of the activity of the Thai-Danish Botanical 
Study comes out in the fourth installment, comprising parts 15-25* 
There are 11 contributors as follows 

Part 15 : Smilacaceae by T . Koyama of Tokyo, Japan, 13 species 
of the genus Smilax is treated. Smilax micro-china Kqyaaia from 
PhuKrading is new to science* Smilax china L, var. recticaulh Koyama 
from Doi Suthep is also new; whereas Smilax griffiihii A.Dc* and S , 
polyacantha Wall* are being reported for the first time in Thailand, 

Part 16: Moraceae by E*J.H> Corner of Cambridge, England. 
6 genera comprising 48 species and 6 varieties are treated, the majority 
is the genus Ficus { 39 species ). Ficus orthoneura Levl. & Vakt. is a 
new record to Thailand. The following taxa are being substituted to 
the older one 

Ficus curtipes Cornel ( Syn. F, obtusifolia Roxb- ); Ficus drupacea 
Thumb* (Syn* F* pilosa Reinw*); Ficus hederacea Roxb* (Syn* F* scandem 
Roxb. ); Ficus microcarpa (Syn, F. relusa auct.); Ficus oligodan Miq. 
{Syn. F. pomifera Wall*); Ficus pubigera Wall, ex Miq, ( Syn, F. 
foveolaia Wall. ): Ficus racemosa L. (Syn. F* glomerata Roxb* ); Ficus 
sagittal a V aiil (Syn* F. ramentacea Roxb. ); Ficus semicordata B.Ham. 
ex J*E.S\l (Syn. F. cunia Bhtam ex Roxb* ); Ficus squamosa Roxb. 
( Syn. F, saemocarpa Meq. ); Ficus suhincisa J-E-Sm* ( Syn* F. clamla 
W \ll. ); Ficus sundaica Bj.. ( Syn. F* indie a L,); Morns macroura Meq. 

( Syn. Morus laevigala W a i l -) Sireblus iticifolius ( Vii >al ) Conner

Whereas Ficus parasitica Willd., F* anastomosans Wall, ex 
Rurz and F. gibbosa Bl. are treated as subspecies of Ficus tinctoria 
Forst. 

Part 17 : Sabiaceae and Connaraceae by/* Vidal of Paris, France. 
Only 3 species are recorded for the family Sabiaceae, and 6 species for 
Connaraceae. Connarus paniculaius Roxb. is a new record to Thai¬ 
land; C. semidecandrus Jack is being accepted instead of C. griffiihii 
Hk.f.

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Part IS: Capparidaceae and Juglattdaceae by K. Larsen of Co¬ 
penhagen, Denmark and M. Jacobs of Leiden, Holland* 4 genera and 
11 species are recorded under family Capparidaceae t and one species 
in Juglattdaceae . Capparh tenera Daiz. is new to Thailand. 

Part 19 : Dipterocarpaceae and Lythraceae ( Lagerstrocmia ) by 
T* Smittinand of Bangkok, Thailand. 8 genera 24 species and 3 varie¬ 
ties are treated under Dipterocapaceae and 5 species of Lagerstroemia 
( Lythraceae ), all of which are previously known. 

Part 20: Various families by A" Larsen of Copenhagen, Den¬ 
mark. 25 small families are treated 

Psilataceae 1 species; Equisetaceae 1 species; Isoetaceae 1 species, 
Isoetes coromanddiana L.f. is a new record; Thismiaceae 2 species; This- 
mia javanica J.J.Sm. is a new record; Berberidaceae 1 species; Caryo- 
phyllaceae 5 genera and 6 species, Stellaria media ( L.) Cyr. is not 
previously recorded; Aizoaceae 4 genera and 5 species; Poriulacaceae 1 
species; Basellaceae 1 species; Basella rubra L. is a new record; Cheno - 
podiaceae 2 genera and 2 species; Ckenopodium alum L,, and Sueda 
maritima ( L,) Dum., are recorded for the first time; Amaranthdceae 8 
genera and 13 species; Violaceae 2 genera and 4 species, Viola arcuata 
Buis a new record; Halorrhagidaceae 1 species; Halorrhagis micrantha 
R.Br. is the first record; Droseraceae 3 species; Erythroxylaceae 1 species; 
Qchmceae 2 genera and 3 species; Car diopter id aceae 1 species; Primu- 
l aceae 2 genera and 3 species; Plumhaginaceae 2 genera and 2 species; 
Orohanchaceae 2 species of Aeginetia with photographs; Pedaliaceae 1 
species; Buddleiaceae 1 species, this family is treated by various authors 
under Loganiaceae; Valerianaceae 1 species; Sphenodeaceae 1 species; 
Gaademaceae 1 species. 

Part 21 : Ericaceae (Incl. Vaccmi aceae) by //. SI earner of Leiden, 
Holland. 4 genera and 12 species are treated, a new combination is 
made : Lyonia foliosa ( Fletcher ) Sleumer basing on Xolisma folios a 
Fletcher. 

Part 22 : Avicenniaceae } Symphoremaceae Sc Verbenaceae by H. M 
Moldenke of New York, LLS.A. The genus Avicennia has been raised 
to a family rank: Avicenniaceae, and 2 species are recorded. The 
verbenaceous climber with involucral inflorescences is treated as a 
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separate family : Symphoremaceae in which 3 genera and 5 species are 
treated. A new varity, Sphetiodesme involucrata (Phesl) B.L. Robinson, 
var. pubescens Moi.denke is being proposed, Whereas Sphetiodesme 
robinsonii Dor is reported for the first time in Thailand. The family 
Verbenaceae are dealth with 11 genera and 31 species; Ckrodendrum 
chorisepalum Merr ex Moi.d. from Sai Yoke is a new species, growing 
on limestone outcrop. 

Part 23 : Phyllantodendron mirabile by C.G.G.J. van Steenis of 
Leiden, Holland. An account of this interesting species is given with 
2 photographs. 

Part 24: Pyrenomycetes by G. Can oll of Copenhagen,, Den¬ 
mark. The pyrenomycetous fungi have never been presiously reported 
from Thaiiand the author gives an account of 20 species comprising 4 
families and S genera, the majority is the genus Xylaria ( 9 species ). 

Part 25 : Discomycetes & Gasleromyceles by //. Dissing of Co¬ 
penhagen, Denmark, Six species of the Discomycetes are dealt with, 
consisting of 5 families and 6 genera, none of which is new. The 
Gastromycetes is represented by 10 families, 14 genera and 22 species.
